Lord Carnarvon Demands Justice for a 
Native Tribe. 



Lord Carnarvon bns lately perform- 
ed nn act of justice iii Natal which de- 
eerves cordial recoguitioo on the part 
of all who desire to Bee good faith 
maintained in our relations with the 
HLibjoct races of the British Crown, says 
tho London "Tolograph." Our read- 
ers will retneinbor tljnt when J3iri!iop 
Colouso visited Ji^ii{;laud fur the pur- 
pose of pleading the cauao of the so- 
called rebel chief Langalibalele, sym- 
pathy was ulso excited on behalf of a 
neifjhboriug chief iiaiuoJ ratill, wiio 
had been punished for supposed com- 
plicity iu the outbreak. He too, as 
well as Langalibalolo was "eaten up" 
— that is to say, the lands of the tribe 
were confiscated, their huts and gran- 
aries destroyed, and tiicir cattle and 
horses sold, the proceotlsof the forced 
sales being paid into tho Colonial 
Treasury. Lord Carnarvon camo to 
the conclusion that tbo tribe had com- 
mitted no ofl'ence which merited these 
hartah inoaaures, and iio accordingly 
directed tho Lieutenant. Governor to 
take stops to return to the unfortunate 
Katiirs tho actual amount which had 
been realized bj the sale of their 
cattle. The sum fixed was £12,00U, 
tho assumption being that about six 
thousand bead of cattle had been 
seized and disposed of, but unfortu- 
nately , it was arranged that this money, 
or its equivalent in stocks, should bo 
paid in instalments. Tho Legislative 
Council voted tho lirst instalment 
without much difficulty; but the sec- 
ond they reduced one-half, at the sumo 
time declining to regard it as compou- 
sation to the tribe for an unjust act of 
confiscation, but decliring that it was 
solely for the relief of individual cases 
of^difitress. 

"When these factn wero brought 
under the cognisance of the Secretary 
of State, he addressed to Sir Henry. 
Bulwer a remonstrance, which was not 
the less severe becaused it was couched 
in perfectly courteous language. Lord 
Carnarvon, in omphntie terms, express- 
ed Lis conviction that the Putili tribe 
had been treated with v.iijusuiiuble 
severity. Ho romarlsed that they "had 
committed no overt act of rebellion, 
bad never been in arms against 
the Govorntnent," and that 
against them tliore wan eviJenco only 
of some "undefmcd Kvnipathy" with 
thoir relativoH and iioij^hbors of tho 
Auiahlubi tribe. In concluding his 
dispatch Lord Carnarvon Haid: — 'I de- 
desire them (tho Council) to under- 
stand that I interfere very reluctantly 
with any couclusiou that they may have 
come to on a financial question; but 
in the present case the honor of Her 
Majesty's Government and of this 
country, as well aa that of the colony, 
is involved in tho fair treatment of 
natives, who, not being represented in 
tho Logiblature, iieveitlieleHS contri- 
bute largo sums to tho revenue; and I 
oannot but trust that auy doubt which 
may have been entertained ns to the 
necessity or expodioii<;y of making 
restitution in this case will, if not re- 
moved, at all events bo waived in def- 
erence to the wishes and opinions of 
Her Majesty's Govoriiiuont, and that 
I may be relieved from the necessity 
of revertins; to this painful subject." 

A rebuko of this signiliance from tho 
head of tho Colonial OHice could hard- 
ly fail to secure its object ; iiut altiiough 
tho Legislative Co\incil has yiulded, 
it has dona so with very bail grace.

TH£ LEADEE OF THE OPPOSITION. 

Ou Fridiiy Hou. ,P.lr. Walkora rcturnotl 
from Sau Francisco nftor a. lougUioncd 
nbsonco. iinil was serouaJed the same eve 
ning by political ami porsonnl friends. 
Upon certain transparencies boino by tbo 
Borenaders appeared inscriptions wluub 
•would seem to have been dictated by bad 
taste and worse judgment; and tlieir prc- 
senco must bavo inado Mr. Walkora feol 
tbat bis return bad been seized upon to 
efl'oct a t^vofoUi object, viz: to express 
their esteem for bim and their malevo- 
lenco towards a promiuont member of 
this community. Such being tbo aim 
and bent of the demoiiBtration, it will bo 
readily Tinderstood that tbo value of the 
oomplimout was seriously detracted from; 
while the scandalous proceediugs at the 
oloao were calculated to injure, 
rather than advanoo, the caa-:e in whose 
interest they were professedly undertaken. 
But to the serenade: A groat many per- 
sons asaambled in front of Mr. Walkein's 
residence and ohcorod that L;eutlimian 
•warmly. The largest number present 
had assembled from motives of curiosity. 
They wished to boar Mr. Wulkcm'.'i senti- 
ments on the railway— a subject that 
ovorBhadowa all ollicrn in men's minds 
bereabouta, As the honorable gentleman 
had negotiated the Carnarvon Terms, the 
enunciation of his views on the breach of 
that covenant ■\yould naturally bo listened 
to with feelings of more than ordinary 
interest. Besides, there was a general 
desire to hear Mr.Walhem's opinion upon 
the alternative proposition of Separation 
in the event of the failure ultimnto of the 
Carnarvon settlement. AVi' do not liesi- 
tato to say that tliose who joined iu the 
demonstration with tho cipeetat ion that 
Mr. Wallcem would range liimsulf on the 
platform of tho Carnarvon Club came 
away disappoiutod. Tbo remarks of the 
honorable gentleman were brief and 
guarded. But he said enough to con- 
vince all there that he is not prepared to 
head a Separation Party. When he spoke 
of the probable failure of the Carnarvon 
Terms he did not threaten that the Prov- 
ince wonld be -withc'rawn from tho Do- 
minion; but bo impressed upon those 
around him tho idea that tliey (and he) 
would bcilrivon from tbo Trovinco — un- 
able to remain iu it, unless the railway 
was pushed ahead. "The country wants 
rogt — political rest," continued Mr. 
Walkom. That is, cessation from party 
strife, and united action to attain a com- 
mon end— the public weal. Mr. Wnlkem 
wisely cautioned his hearers notjc'ex^ 
peot too mnch from Earl..Gii73arvon, and 
to be pre^reci— ttr'aooept even leas than 
— -Ibejr^were rightfully entitled to. 
These are bravo words and wise. 
Truth, like medicine, is not always pala- 
table; but it i.s better to speak it than to 
dangle glittering ^^'eneralitiea lit-foio pno- 
p'o's eyes, or to talk to thorn ill a strain cal- 
culiitelto cxcito in tlioir mind.s hopes 
not likely to bo realized, Mv. Wal- 
kem declined to go into the general quois- 
tion of the terms, ap;)aro:itly prefijrring 
to await the arrival of L ird C irnarvon's 
reply which, he most properly s.iid, 
"ought to have been here months ago. " 
In short, Mr. Walkem's petition, as far 
as wu can read his speech, is this: He dooH 
not despair of a sottlemeut upon a basis 
to bo laid down in Earl Carnarvon's ex- 
pected dispatch; failing that the sort of 
Separation he would bo prepared to advo- 
cate is tho viduntai-y eniiqrjtion 
of every Columbian who might wisii 
to better his condiiiuu and who saw no 
prospect of doing to by remaining long- 
er in the Province. 



A Disgnsted Conservative. 

EniTon Coi^onist: — ■ You c*n scarcely 
imagine my anrpri.so at the low attom])t 
that was made on Friday night by thote 
calliug Ihouiselvos Liberal Conservatives 
to muzzle tlio freedom of the press, and 
tho manner in wliicli tho most degrading 
act I over witnesEod was carried out— tbat 
of burning your ofligy in front of your 
ollico. Tiio Press is an institution that 
every onliglitoued niiml considers u bless- 
ing to the linnian race; and no truQ Bri- 
tish subject having the woal of bis coun- 
try at heart would daro to countenance 
tho act of Friday in any city or incorpor- 
ated town in Canada.

Tiioir conduct will gain them tho 
esteem and respect of tho whole of Cana- 
da when tho news goes East. Had the 
mob conceived in tlieir evil braius the 
idea of burning in elligy, if nothing else 
would satisfy tlieir degraded ideas, (if I 
may bo allowed to ut-o tho expression, for 
in my mind they wore only cuijablo of 
one idea,) and if tliey wore doterminod to 
carry out their base instincts, it should 
have heen the leader of the House or one 
of hi'* supporters who was burned. If 
^Ir. \yalkem conntenaoced the act of Fri- 
day night he deserves tho censure of every 
just man. It shows plainly that there 
must be something rotten iu tho Stato of 
Denmark when they would try to choke 
tho freedom of the Press, which is Fug- 
laud's proudest boast. 

I hopo tbat I may never live to see tho 
name of a Liberal Conservative so dis- 
graced again. I considered, when I look- 
ed at the motley crowd tha* formed that 
procession, that if PalmorBton or Pitt 
could rise from their graves what a bins!] 
of shanio -would mantle his chcik 
ou beholding tho crowd lhat BO degraiieii 
tho name of Briton.

The uudei'givon papor was issued from 
tlio Oolonial OlHoe, Loadon. Accompany- 
ing it are a number of queries as to tho 

tides, the imehoraj^o, and tho appronclioM 
of tho iiili'ts 1111(1 KOUiid.H namud. Also, 
ivholhor they iii'o linbhi to houomo closed 
to navigation by ieo, \vl-,etlu>r Jiuto and 
Burrard Inlets can lio reached by nhip- 
ping through tho pas.sago North of Van- 
couver in caso of tlio oatbreak of war bu- 
twoon the Uuifcad Slates and Great Brit- 
ain, aud tho towage necessary. Thcso 
quurios have boon addressed to a number 
of naiilieal mou in this vicinity, as well as 
to olliiiers of tho Navy who haves boon on 
this Station. Tlie fonn in wbieh tho (juor- 
ius aro shaped woukl bcom to iu.liciito 
that to tho Imperial Governmont has been 
Bssigncd ttio responsibility of Boloctiog 
tho Western terminu.s: — 

IPrlutL'il for tho usn of tli.i (.'olwni.-il OCBi-l', I.ona.m.l 
Obsarvrttiuns aivl (Jiiet irf: />'/ Mr. Sdndford 
FlainiiKi. (.' liief Kii'jiii'^e)- of ihr (■ana- 
diaii Facilic liailiaii/, rclnlimj lo tlie 
Qtiexlioii of a Sila /or the Terminus of 
the Line on the Pacific Coast. 
The Government of Canada has under- 
taken to ostablish a lino of railway from 
tho Atlantic aidn of North Ainerien to the 
coast of British Cloluiubi i, and basi, dur 
ing tho past livo or .six yeais, made oiten- 
e.tplor.dions aoroHH tho oontinout, 
v.'ith the view of roachiug the Paoilie coast 
by 0, practicable and favorable line. 

Several routes, more or less practica- 
ble, have been discoverml, and it is now 
important to obtain full iiiforinatiou re- 
upecting the harbouv.s, anchorages, and 
upproaoUes frora tho oeo.ui, in order to 
select tho most eligible tin-aiiual point for 
the railway ou the Pacitic coast. 

The railway linos which have been pro- 
jectod across the Eooky Mountain zone 
tonoh tho navigable waters of tho Paoiflo 
at tho following inlets:— 

1. lUirrard Inlet. 

2. HoweSou'id. 
8. Biito Inlet. 

i. Bentinok Arm North. 
6. Dean Inlet. 

6. Gardner Inlet. 

7. SkoenaBiver. 

In order that information maybe elicit- 
ed from competent authorities to guide in 
Holecliug a suitable terminal point for tlia 
railway, it is considered ailvisdslo to so- 
1 icifc written replies to a scries of ques- 
tions herewith presented. 

It may be stated that while the imme- 
diat-J object of the proposed undertaking 
is to connect the Pacitio Ooast with the 
existing Canadian Railway sy-storn on the 
Atlnnlie seaboard by a lino wliolly within 
British territory, it is of primary impor- 
tauco to select such a route and western 
tsrmiaus as will best commiiud traffic, in 
order that the railway may ultimately be- 
come self-sustaining or as litllo burden- 
■•me as possible. 

No local tra£fc now exists in any por- 
tion of the vast terribjry to he trav<irsod 
hy tho railway CDiunieii.surato with the 
cost of the nnihTtaliiiig; it is the more 
important, thi;rofore, to give duo consi- 
deration to ''through trale," and in es- 
tnbliahing the radway to select such a 
roil to and terminus as will afford the 
grjatobt possible facilities for successfully 
coin[)eting with foreign routes for oeoan- 
borno trafllc. 

Tho coast of the inauiland of British 
Columbia extends from the -Wth parallel 
of latilnde to tho 55t,li ; within thosfs lim- 
its tho seven inluts above-mentioned are 
situated. This extensive ooast may bo 
reached from the open ocean by three 
niiiin pasaagcK or channels as follows: — 

l.st. A southern ehanni'l (^xt'-'iuling hi!- 
tWQcn the coast of tin; Ihiiteil .States and 
tbo southerly coast of Vaiioonvor Jshmd. 

2nd. A northern channel exteiiiiing be- 
tween the Quoen Charlotte Islands aud 
Alaska. 

3rd. A middle channel extending be- 
tween Vancouver Island and tho (jueen 
Cluirlotta Islands. 

Occan-borno trallie imy reacli tlie coast 
of tho mainland of British (Jolnmbia 
through either of these idiannels, and tho 
first consideration which presents itEolf is 
■with respect to the one whose geographi- 
cal situation is most favorable for that 
description of trade. 

InformatioH on this bead may bo fur- 
nislied in connection with i|no.slionB Nos. 
1, 2, and ;J. 

It will 1)0 observed in tho qncstion> 
which follow, that attention is drawn to 
Bome details in connection with the more 
northerly inlets. This is due to tho in- 
coiuploto character of the charts of tho 
coast north of Vancouver Island.

Contempt of Court. 

|Iu the Bnprome Court of Brltlib Columbia— In Oban- 
cery.J 

Charles Morton, William Sterling and 
Robert Lipsett, plaintiffs.

Heiatorman and Peter Dowar Forbes, de 

fondants. 

Rattuday, February '3rd, 1877. 
Juuoment: 

On account of the lateness of the hour 
at which the argumuutn of the counsel 
and the evidence olosod yesterday, I 
have taken time to consider. Having con- 
sidered all the facta addnced bearing on 
the question of tho alleged contempt of 
court, ond all the arguments and authori- 
ties brought forward on both si.les, elim- 
inating from consideration all allegations 
and matters extraneous to the question 
immediately before the Court, namely, 
tho alleged cnutompt on the broach of tlio 
injunction, I have been oompellod to 
come to tho conclusion that Poter Dowar 
Forbo."\ has con)mitted a wilfnl and dis- 
tinct breaeli of tho injunction of this 
Court of tho 15th day of January uow last 
past. Even upon his own showing, under 
his own affidavits and telegrams written 
under his own dictation to liis principal 
Thorp ho had fnll knowledgo that what 
bore, to say tho least, all tho color of a 
fraud, was about to bo, or being then 
(btforo the issue, at all events before tlio 
Hcrvico of tho injunction or order of tho 
Court) porpotruted. That if Thorp did 
not coma over, tho whole thing would 
fall through. That tho parties woro re- 
pudiating their notes; wliicli could only 
bo legally efTected by 02)aration of law, 
and most probably the most inimodiatd 
loniedy by injunction. That there was a 
dead lock which could only bo cured Ijy 
tho presonco of Thorp, which presence ho 
must bo considered, I think, to bavo 
known well, both just boforo and after 
giving over the notos, would not be had. 

Ho knew, too, the haste with which the 
notes wore being converted into ('.isli. 
Ho know eiflctly how tlie assoei jtiua in 
which ho was directly i.itarostod was com- 
posfld, and the relative proportions 
which exiated between tho uuinbors and 
amounts of interest held by its peeuuious 
and impecunious morabera. 

He confesses, even, to a general knowl- 
edge of the intention oxpro:isod by Mor- 
ton at tho meeting of tho iisoociation, at 
which ho was i)rosent cm that very day, 
and yat witli the knowledgo ho coiifesood 
to po-sessing of tho critical position in 
which he and tho others woro plaodd.willi 
proceedings, wiiich, to be immedmtely 
effective, could only be of ouo kind hang- 
ing over his head, he, noting as an agent 
of Thorp, goes to lleistornian, with, he 
says, a telegram fi-oin Thurp, directing 
him to obtain from II. F. Iloisti'rmau and 
to sond over the notes before montiimed, 
a.jd any othor.s undisconntod as quick a? 
possible to the said James H. Thorp. 
Then, Hcistermau, who swears they woro 
entrusted to him by Thorp (not Forbes) 
on the production of tho telegram, which 
he swears was a tel-grani, auil which ho 
ruiiuired him to deliver to th ' said Forbes 
all the "notes undisonnted," and from 
Thorp to Forbes, and which, on cross- 
examination of Forbes, turns out to bo "an 
order written on a tolegrajih blank," which 
he couid not s.ay was a telegram or not, 
given ap])areatly to Forbes by, ho does not 
know whom, .i passenger ou the North 
Pacitic. Heisterman, I Biy, on such 
authority as tliis, gives up all the prom- 
issorj notoB in (|nestion signed by the 
Boveral plaiutift's in this case without 
hoBitfttion. 

Forbes instantly (he takes creditfor tho 
speed with which he aeted) iinmediatoly 
within a quarter of an hour places them 
not in anyway to di--chargo himself, not in 
Welis-Fargo's l^xpross with din'otions to 
eusuro registered delivery to his princi- 
pal, not in the postolliee to ensure regis- 
tered delivery to Tinjrp, nor doe.sho avail 
liimaelf of the elastic powers of ths trus- 
tee acts to pay them into Court under his 
fiduciary character for tho benefit of whom 
it luif^ht concern, but lie hands thorn over 
to lliis ]Mrs. Thorp, who lie knew from 
thu telegrams had noautlioiity to receive 
them, he says an hour and a half before 
ho was served with the injunction by Pro 
vost. 

Not only does he then make no effort to 
obey the injunction, but he is careful to 

pi'ovo that he did not even apply to Mrs. 
Thorp for tlie iioti-s whiuh were si ill le- 
gally nndi r tho <-ireuinsliincjs of the ease 
under his control aid disp<i:-iii')n, an 
authority whieli would been enforeed on 
application and proof of the reiinisites to 
the Court in half an hour by attachment 
of her and any other woman or man who 
might have abetted or aided in llio broach 
of tha injunction. Tho order of tho in- 
junction tlien was positive, llo was or- 
dered to pay them into Conrt. il(> had 
the ])OW';r to do so, or (!Ould Inivo obtain- 
ed it, and yet refused or, wliitdi is tlio 
same thing, wilfully neglectotl to do so. 

All this from his own .'■liowing. I3nt if 
wo add to it Morton and Uavies' evidence 
that he (Forbes) know tlic proc&eduigs 
had been actually corampucod, that ho 
had told tho inoinl)ers of the asso(Matioii 
when they m(^t tliat same afl(M'noon aud 
bi.'fore he wont red hot to Heiatormau's 
for tho notes— what lie well know, if said 
at all, was a doliborato lie. That this 
Thorp ha.l tikan tho notes away with him 
he well knowing at tho time they woro in 
Heisterman's possession, who was engag- 
ed in offering good notes of good men un 
dor toUgraphic orders, repeating orders 
to sell. 

If we add Mel5 Smith's oveidonco as to 
where Forbes could have got SGUOO from 
to iiay on his allegoii interestj (and none 
of theso evide'nces were rchntled although 
th(j oi)pjrtunity was open) aud looking at 
the other contrailielions of Forbes' evi- 
donro by men of nndeniablo in'.egrity, it 
is impoBsiblo for any uubiasscd person, so 
it aiipeaiB to mo, lo Ijelinvo any of his 
slatemonts not otherwise proven or to 
como to any othor coDcluuioa tliaa that lui 
Peter Dewar Forbes has commit! od a do- 
liborato "and intentional and continuing 
bri^aoli of the order of this Court. And that 
the evidenec tliat Mrs. MeCaiislainl , one 
of the pors'iiis desiu'ibed in thu tidegrani 
as acting ''under instrnctionn" from 
Thorp, Thoni.is Burn.s and .Margaret 
ytookof do not avail aught to ward off the 
inevitable conclusion. 

Fraud will open up ovorything — no 
holt— no Kceret of tho heart however dark 
that llio skill of man c^an pierce, but what 
tho searching powers of tlio law will open 
out to the In-oad light uf day. 

However rigidly iho socrooy of private 
aud priviiogod comiauuicjtions by tele- 
graph may bo kept, aud it is a right 
which will bo jealously iirotueted in all 
lawful matters by tho Conrt, it must still 
bo understood that a public institution 
eminently secret in its workings, protdot- 
od as it is by the law, so that to touch 
evou & post to injure it, is penal; it can- 
not ba allowed to beaoma the ii)«truiaeat 



of contravouiug, however innocently, tho 
laws of the country whicli protects it, or 
to conceal frauds porpetratod under its 
autliorized secrecy. 

Another point I tliink it noeospary to 
call attention to is tho extraordinary pow- 
ers of an order of tho Court by way of iu- 
junetion and the necessity there is of 
obeying it lirst, and complaining if there 
bo subject of complaint at the time or im- 
uiediataly afterwards, to the Court whence 
it issued when any wronger evil can at 
once bo riKhtod. 

In this matter hoviug eatisficd myself 
of tho broach, 

I am of opinion, in consideration of the 
facts disclosed, that tho defendant Petor 
Dowar Forbes has been guilty of a oon- 
tem[)t of this Court by a breach of the 
said iujunction of ir>th January last, and 
I do order that tho saiil Peter Dower 
Forli(!S do stand commitloil to tho Queen's 
prison at Victoria for his said contempt, 
and that tho said defendant do p.ay the 
costs of ond consequent on this order as 
b>!twoen solicitor and client to be taxed 
by tho proper officer.

Thomas Blamlun, roctor of St. Paiil'ii 
Churidi, have been .so far crowned with 
success tliat the lords of the admirulity 
have donated 8250 towards the restoration 
of the ediflco, and Captain Long of 
U.IM.S. Fantomo lias generously contri- 
buted a similar aiiionnt towards the sanio 
object.

A MZMOEABLE STOIIM. 




An Unparalled Tempest that Raged in 
England 173 Years Ago. 

Not far from Drury Lane, Ijondon, 
is a street called Wild street, in which 
there has long stood a Baptist cbopol. 
This institution has for 173 years boon 
remarkable f(jr a hoi'iuou annually 
proaehod thero in comiuo noratiori of 
the (greatest stonn that has occurred 
in England in inoiloru tiniea. llobert 
Taylor, who survived this fearful visi- 
tation , after having been exposed to 
^iwful peril, placed a small sum of 
luoiioy ill the public funds to pay for 
an annual sormou which never fails to 
Oicilo cxtraeirdiiiary interest. This 
storm, for Hcvural yeur.s afterward 
meulioufcd not as a storiii, bal 'the' 
storm, was comparable, says Lonl 
Stanhope, in tho history of Qeeon 
Anne's reign, lo the worst in tropical 
cliinea. Us clii<?f jfuico was sjieut in 
the soiitli '.iiul iiOiiilnveat of Fwiglaud, 
'I'he ti'ieen was aroused from her bod 
ill St. James' i'aliico by \)iu-l of that 
penorable structure boinj,' lilowiidowa 
and the Bishop uf lialh laid Wells and 
his wife wero killed by the fall of a 
chitiiney Hlack. Tho Kef^'istor of I'Uoii 
Collo{,'o was IjIowu from bis room into 
tho street near Ludgate Hill, London. 

Tho daiua^'o done at Bristol was 
coin[)ulcd at iJloO.OUt). "Porlsinoiitli," 
says a writer of tho tiiuo, "looks like 
a city l)oinbiirde(l." Tlio i'',d(ly8Loiio 
Lif^'htlioiiso was H\vo[)t into tbo sea. 
Tho whole coumry was strewn with 
giant trees, torn from the roots by a 
wind aucb as had never been known 
before. Curiosity led DofoG to count 
tliein ill a rido around London. Ho 
counted 17,0(10 and t lion got tirod. But 
tho ino.st Lcrriblo disasters woro at soa. 
Fifteen sail of tho lino, including Ad- 
miral ]3oa'ntor aud the whole of his 
crov,', together with several liundted 
nierchiiiitiiitju and a sixty-four gun 
ship, with Admiral Beaumont on 
board, pcrislieil, tho lattorinfiill view 
of Deal. t)f 2I1'J ineii but one was 
savod — cast by u wave to tho slioro. It 
Las boon computed that 8,000 people 
wero lost. The House of Commons 
prcsenlod aia address t(D tho Queen do- 
ploriiig'- the loss to the navy, and sng- 
gOHtiiig tho liniding of now ships, this 
bfiiug, says liord acuulay, tho only 
occasion ia England wheu a teiiipcHt 
evoked a publio address, or the nation- 
al fast which followed it. During 
Quoeu iViino's reign tho day of slorru 
coiitimiod, in obedionco to her pro- 
clainalion, to bo Holeinnly nbnervod. 
Tlio worst year in i'jiigland bIiico then 
was 1814. In its Autumn and Winter 
the sea was covered with wrecks and 
coast with corpaes. 
On November 29tb a featrful tempest 



swept up from tho tumulliions .Mian- 
tic. Tho wind raged for tbreo ilay.s 
with appalling fury. Tho year closed 
with a long-romembered buow storm, 
which absolutely paralyzed locomotion 
throughout tho kingdom for nearly a 
week. The foreign mails wore sent 
by sea from London to the continent, 
becauso tho road through Xont, des- 
pite the efforts of tbe immense crowd 
set to clear it, continued impassable. 
"Perhaps," observes a writer, refer- 
ring to it some years later, "no act of 
uatiiro gives so high a conception of a 
more than mortal band— tho rapidity 
of its ell'oct, tho subtlo but resistless 
chemistry by wdiich the impalpable 
element was turned into a material of 
a totally diil'erent form and qualities 
Kuiiiciout to sheet millions of miles." 
What a myriad of human hopes must 
have been suddenly thwarted or defeat- 
ed by this visitation, which probably, 
in some indirect manner, affected the 
course of as many careers! 

Canadian Mail. 

Tho wholesale immigration of Sioux 
Indians, in hostility to the United 
States Government, into Canadian 

territory, linR raised an issue foreseen 
for Hometimo by our govornmenf. The 
question of dealiny with them is sur- 
rounded by many chlliciilties, nut the 
least of -which is tho hostility of our 
native Blaekfcot. Of course our Gov- 
ernment has no iut ontion of attempting 
to drive them back into tho United 
Slates territory by force, nor will it 
permit United States troojjs to follow 
them into Jour country. A practical 
solution of tho difficulty may be found 
in tho fact that these Indians envy the 
honorable security oujoyod by our 
native tribes aud aro an.x.iou8 to share 
the iutUionoo of our benolioeut In- 
dian policy. Already thoy have hast- 
ened to secure tbo good will of our 
Government, and make assurances of 
the desiro to bo at peace with us, act- 
ing ua iudependant protectors of the 
border from invasion of tho desper- 
ate characters who precede tho flow of 
Western civilization in the United States. 
Our Government will probably grant 
Ihoin a reserve after tho couclii.siou of 
the ponding treaty with tho Blackfeot.
